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DETAILED ACTION 

I. The location of your application in the PTO has changed. To aid in correlating any papers for 
this application, all further correspondence regarding this application should be directed to Art 
Unit 1644, Group 1640, Technology Center 1600. 

II. Claims 1 -24 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

III. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

1. Claims 1-19, drawn to an immunogenic polypeptide comprising a self portion and a non- 
self IgE portion wherein said immunogenic polypeptide is effective to induce an anti-self 
IgE response in a mammal or a vaccine complex comprising a first and second 
polypeptide wherein each said first and second polypeptide contains at least two similar 
amino acid sequences at least five amino acids in length wherein said first and second 
polypeptides are connected to form a complex, classified in Class 530, subclass 350, 
387.1, Class 424, subclass 193.1, 195.11. 

2. Claims 12 and 20-21, drawn to a vaccine complex comprising a first, second and third 
polypeptide wherein the first and second contains at least two similar amino acid 
sequences at least five amino acids in length and the third polypeptide having a cytokine 
activity, classified in Class 424, subclass 193.1, 195.11. 

3. Claim 22, drawn to a vaccine complex comprising a first and second polypeptide wherein 
said first polypeptide contains at least two similar amino acid sequences at least five 
amino acid residues in length and wherein said second polypeptide has a cytokine 
activity, classified in Class 424, subclass 193.1, 195.1 1. 

4. Claim 23, drawn to a vaccine complex comprising a first, second, and third polypeptide, 
wherein said first, second, and third polypeptides are connected to form said complex, 
wherein said first polypeptide has a first cytokine activity, a second polypeptide has a 
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second cytokine activity and wherein administration of said complex to a mammal 
induces an immune response against at least a portion of said third polypeptide, classified 
in Class 424, subclass 193.1, 195.11. 

5. Claim 24, drawn to a vaccine complex comprising a first polypeptide connected to a 

second polypeptide wherein said first polypeptide is a polypeptide having interferon-ot or 
interferon-P activity and wherein administration of said complex to a mammal induces an 
immune response against at least a portion of said second polypeptide, classified in Class 
424, subclass 193.1, 195.11. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions of Groups 1-5 are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case, the 
products as claimed differ with respect to its structure, function and biochemical properties. 
Therefore, they are patentably distinct. 

IV. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a separate 
status in the art as shown by their different classification and/or recognized divergent subject 
matter. Further, even though in some cases the classification is shared, a different field of search 
would be required based upon the structurally distinct products recited and the various methods 
comprising the distinct method steps. Further, a prior art search also requires a literature search. 
It is an undue burden for the examiner to search more than one invention. Therefore restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

V. Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement to be complete must include an election 
of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed.
